Aloisi executed his threat when 


Mariam was seated in a group of 
chairs reserved for delegates to 
the league who are not members of 
the council. 


The Italians acted when it was 


made clear that Mariam would sit 
at the council table itself if the 
Italo-Ethiopian case were brought 
up for discussion. 


As soon as Mariam and his com- 


panions sat down, Aloisi won re- 
cognition and read a short state- 
ment in which he said: 


"No .semblance of the 'Ethiopian 


state exists."

Public Interested in Medical Discoveries 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


ONK OF THE important signs of 


the times is the amount of -space 
which ttie newspapers give to an- 
nouncements of new discoveries in 
medicine. 
Whenever 
a 
scientific 


meeting convenes, as Ss happening 
this week with the American Medical 
association, the newspapers all over 
the country are tilled with accounts 
of new cures and new ideas about 
cause and prevention of different dis- 
eases. 


It is Inevitable that this should be 


BO. 
The public Is distinctly interest- 


ed In medical and scientific "head- 
lines". 
So when the program of a 


meeting Is published, the alert news- 
paper reporter sceka out the scien- 
tist who Is reporting, mid If he 
thinks the subject Interesting, pub- 
lishes a resume of his findings and 
Us opinions. 


As an Illustration of how much 


times have changed, we may com- 
pare the enormous amount of pub- 
licity which was lately accorded to 
the announcement by Dr. Hartmann, 
of New York, 'that It. was possible 
to kill the pain in a tooth by local 
application before drilling was insti- 
tuted, and the original announceniehr 
of surgical anesthesia 
Itself. 
My 


friend. Dr. Howard W. tiaggard, tells 
me that we may search through the 
newspapers of the year 1846 without 
finding more than one or two ob- 
scure accounts of the momentous 
ev«iit of the Massachusetts Genera! 
hospital, when ether was first ad- 
. ministered 
for 
surgical 
purposes. 


These few announcements 
were In 


the form of advertisements to catch 
the public's eye. 


Warning Neeesury 


Now with our present system of 


publicity for these things, a word 
of warning is necessary. The medi- 
cal men understand it, but the pub- 
lic, generally, think that if an an- 
nouncement Is made about some such 
thing as neuralgia, or angina pecto- 
rls, or Infantile paralysis, at a med- 
ical meeting, it must be final. They 
want to get hold of the treatment at 


once, If they are interested, unit Lliey 
)lame their own pi;u-titions;r if he is 
not able to supply it. or if lie is un- 
willing to supply It. 


The public should remember that 


most of these announcements are 
purely suggestive and experimental, 
and so stilled honestly by the nuthor 
Of the paper.. It nuiy take some time 
o find out whether they actually 
work or not. In ("net, It may take 
some time and some experimentation 
to determine whether they are even 
safe or not. I know a woman who 
was a little girl In 1897, who fell 
into the hands of an enterprising 
dentist who decided to use the brand 
new wonder of the X-ray to get an 
X-ray picture of all her teeth. Be- 
ing Inexperienced, slncn the X-ray 
was only two years old, he had to 
make two or three exposures hi or- 
der to get a satisfactory picture, and 
the consequence la that the skin of 
her face has never recovered it* 
proper texture. 


You may hear some announce- 


ments of, treatment for cancer. 
Re- 


member that the mortality from can- 
cer could be rut 
In half if everyone ; 


would -consult his physician about 
some eruption of the skin or a lump 
In the breast, and be brave enough 
to use Immediately thfi four methods 
which we now know to be effective:
